One member was rather critical sf 
the government because there was 
not sufficient publicity given to the 
work of the Department of Resources 
and Development.

Under the Prairie Farm Rehabilita- 
tion Act, water has been brought to 
dry areas by large and small irriga 
tion schemes and by stock watering 
reservoirs, The Maritime Marsh. 
land Act has helped in a smaller wey 
to drain certain ateas in the east, 

The Canada Forestry Act of 1949 
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Prairie Farm ‘Commentators spend 
a considerable amount of time at the 
various livestock markets in Western 
Canada gathering facts and figures 
for their daily farm broadcasts. Bob 


stock position was being improved, 
maintained or worsened, Measures 
were also taken for reforestation in 
arcas where regeneration does not 
naturally take place. ‘Fifty percent 
of the costs of keeping these invene 
tories is paid by the Dominion Agree. 
ments with three of the provinces-- 
Ontario, Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia include plans for reforesta- 
tion. 

The amount of forest cover af. 
fects the speed of the water run 
off and the level of the water table 
in distant areas. A fast run-off means 
disastrous floods which wash away 
much fertile land. Falling water 
tables make it difficult to get water 
for irrigation, stock and household 
uses. In 1947 a board was set up hv 
the Government of Canada and Al- 
berta to have jurisdiction over 8600 
square miles on the eastern slope of 
the Rockies, including the area were 
ie South Saskatchewan and its tribu- 
taries rise. The work of the board 
is to protect the forests and other 
vegetation and undertake develop- 
metn for the most desirable watershe:] 
management to insure an ample sup- 
ply of water for south Alberta ir. 
‘igation. 

The agreement covers 2 period of 
25 years. Six and one-third million 
dollars was made available for capi+ 
tal development and one-third of a 
million is annually given for maine 
tenance and current expenses. Tha 
province also makes a contribution. 

Many other conservatign measures 
have been adopted to preserve a due 
vroportion of our heritage for future 
generations.

NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY 


National soverignity is the right of 
a nation to live and act as a unit, 
making its own laws, choosing its 
own rulers, maintaining law and order 
within its borders, making whatever 
treaties it can with other nations, 
protecting its own territory and the 
vights of its citizens, and maintain- 
ing forces for that purpose. These 
are the things we ask a nation to 
surrender when we ask it to give up 
its nationa] soverignty, 

When we set up a supra-national 
body to adjudicate internatonal dis- 
putes, assign to it the sole right to 
declare war, and give it authority to 
call on its member nations to supply 
military forces to enforce its decisions 
and when we ask. the nations to sur- 
render to this body as much of their 
national sovereignty as might be re- 
quiyed for its purpose, we are, in 
effect, asking them to surrender not 
only their right to manage their own 
affairs but also their right to sur- 
vive on the earth; and to surrender 
it into tive hands of a group of human 
beings whose chief qualification for 
the resonsibility is that they them- 
selves have agreed to a similar sur- 
render. When a nation is confronted 
with such a request it will want full 
particulars of the proposal, 

It will want to know who its part- 
ners are in the new organiation, the 
kind of men they are and what kind 
of justice it might expect at their 
hands, 

It will want to know what protec- 
tion its citizens might expect, not 
only from armed aggression and ‘other 
things that might destroy its means 
of livelihood. It will want to know 
to what extent its internal affairs 
are to be subject to the supervision 
of the new organization.

THE USE OF ELECTRIC POWER for lighting and for running 
Machinery is commonplace in these times and it is vital in the operation 
of homes and industries throughout the country, Because of the large 
number of consumers in a small area, people in the cities at one time 
benefitted more from the service of electricity than those in the country 
districts, but_rural electrification has spread rapidly in Canada and a large 
number of farms now have electric power, In 1948 there were 213,205 
farms in Canada serviced by electricity, and no doubt this number has 
increased considerably since that time. The uses of electricity on the 
average farm are many. It is valuable for lighting, in addition to its uses 
in operating appliances both in the home and for the operation of the 
farm,

This matter was discussed recently at a meeting of 
Is Used More  ticla men of the Veteran's Land Act administration 
held in Saskatoon, Mr, M. BE. Dodds of the Swift 
In The Home Current experimental station, told of a survey which 
had been made of 87 farms on which electricity was used and he pointed 
out that in this group, more electrical appliances were being used in the 
home than for the operation of the farm, These farmers had invested 
$65,900 for domestic appliances, and only $18,500 in productive machinery 
operated by electricity. Although electricity is of greater use in farm 
work where there are diversified crops, Mr. Dodds expressed the opinion 
that many farmers are not making full use of electric power in their 
farm work. In using electricity for operating separators, food choppers, 
milking machines and other equipment the farmer could cut out many 
chores and increase labor return, the agriculturist pointed out,

Rural electrification is an important factor in making 
farm life more attractive and farm work more efficient 

at a time when rapid industrial expansion in Canada 
For Itself provides many opportunities for those who are dissat- 
istied on the land, The use of electricity for running domestic appliances 
Should in no way be discouraged for no one would question its value in 
increasing the comfort, convenience and efficiency of the farm home, At 
the same time, its uses for production should not be overlooked, Mr. Dodds 
pointed out that farm electrification should be made to pay its way, and 
to do that it must be used for operating farm machinery as well as in the 
house, Requirements vary in different localities and in different types of 
farming, but electricity is of value everywhere and full use should be 
made of its services, whenever that is possible.

Volcanic ash deposits exist in Sask- 
atchewan at Rock Glen, St. Victor, 
Neidpath, Duncaign and Waldeck, 

A number of uses have been found 
for the volcanic ash. One is in the 
highly technical process of the clari- 
fication of vegetable and mineral

Plans To Complete 
Electrification Of 
Manitoba Farms 


WINNIPEG.—Present plans of the 
Manitoba power commission call for 
the complete electrification of all 42,- 
000 Manitoba farms in just over two 
years, Provincial Treasurer Ron 
Turner announced in the legislature. 

Mr. Turner, acting minister of pub- 
lic utilities, said 27,000 farms have 
been provided with power through 
the commission. During the next two 
fiscal years, the commission plans ex- 
tensions to include 10,000 farms in 
new areas and. to 5,000 farms in 
areas now served. 

Rural electrification during the 
present fiscal year has included 24 
villages, bringing to 419 the total of 
cities, towns and villages served by 
the commissiong 

Mr, Turner said Saskatchewan has 
only 8,000 electrified farms, Alberta 
12,500.

of water from oven and bake the 
rolls in steam-filled oven for 4 
hour, brushing them with cold 
water and sprinkling lightly with 
cornmeal after the first 15 mins, 
and again brushing them with 
cold water 2 minutes before re- 
moving baked buns from the 
oven, Yield — 18 rolls,
